Playing  with  matches  can  be  dangerous.  But  for  one 
Agawam  resident,  matches  have  become  a  work  of  art. 

For  over  a  year  Aldege  Paro  of  Emerson  Road, 
Agawam,  spent  his  time  successfully  replicating 
Agawam  Center's  St.  John's  the  Evangelist  Church 
from  matchsticks  and  toothpicks.

Johnson  Disputes  Need  For  New 
Town  School;  Wants  To  Renovate

"We  need  a  new  DPW  facility  We  need  a  new  Fire 
Station.  We  need  to  increase  our  elementary  school 
space." 

But  increasing  the  town's  elementary  space  does 
not,  in  Johnson's  mind,  mean  constructing  a  new 
elementary  school,  as  now  is  the  plan  in  the  Agawam 
School  Department. 

These  three  top  long-range  planning  priorities  were 
discussed  by  Johnson  earlier  this  week,  although  the 
Mayor  seemed  more  intent  on  establishing  his  position 
on  space  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Although  schools  officials  cite  a  need  for  a  new 
elementary  school,  Johnson  interprets  that  need  dif¬ 
ferently,  and  favors  renovations  and  additions  to  ex¬ 
isting  schools  over  construction  cf  a  new  eiemnentary 
school. 

"It's  not  necessary  to  build  a  new  school,"  he  ex¬ 
plained.  "I've  looked  at  the'enrollment  figures,  the  pro¬ 
jections  through  the  1990's,  and  it  just  isn't  called  for." 
He  expects  the  needs  of  Agawam  students  could  be 

The 


equally  well  met  with  carefully  planned  additions  to  ex 
isting  schools. 

"That  means  no  new  administrative  costs  because 
we  won't  have  to  hire  new  principals  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  personnel  for  another  build  na,"  he  adds. 
"There  would  be  no  extensive  additions  to  our  busing 
needs,  and  no  significant  additional  custodial  help  re¬ 
quired." 

During  the  1980's,  the  School  Department  closed 
two  former  long-time  elementary  schools  -  Faoi;n 
Peirce  School  in  Feeding  Hills  (now  the  site  of  the 
Agawam  Police  Station),  and  Katherine  Danahy  School 
(now  the  site  of  a  state-sponsored  elderly  housing  com¬ 
plex;. 

Bo*h  schools  were  closed  due  to  declining 
enrollments  in  the  school  system.

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Mayor  Predicts  Trash  Fee  Issue  Will 
Appear  Before  Community  Again

Town  MOCA  To  Help 
Promote  Agawam

Mayor  Christopher  Johnson,  in  addressing  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  members  at  their  monthly 
breakfast  meeting  on  Thursday  morning,  announced 
the  formation  of  a  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Af¬ 
fairs. 

"It  will  be  a  volunteer  board  who  can  assist 
organizations  within  the  community  to  work  together," 
he  explained,  adding  that  a  secondary  function  will  be 
to  plan  and  coordinate  events  that  will  draw  "out¬ 
siders"  into  town  and  "show  them  what  a  great  place 
Agawam  can  be  to  live  in  and  work  in. 

"Members  of  MOCA  will  function  as  liaisons  bet¬ 
ween  government,  civic,  and  church  organizations," 
Johnson  states. 

Johnson  also  hopes  the  group  itself  will  begin  to 
sponsor  events  of  its  own,  events  that  he  hopes  will 
become  Agawam  trademarks. 

"We  can't  necessarily  duplicate  'Taste  of  Spr¬ 
ingfield'  on  the  scale  the  city  does  it,"  he  says,  "but 
there  are  other  kinds  of  events  we  can  develop." 

"There  are  many  civic  and  business  organizations 
who  say  they  would  help  if  asked,"  Johnson  says. 
"This  committee  will  ask." 

Johnson  plans  to  launch  his  MOCA  organization  by 
early  fall  with  a  kick-off  "shindig"  that  he  expects  will 
bring  everyone  in  the  community  together.  "I  want  to 
unite  all  these  organizations  in  one  big  event  later  this 
summer,"  he  adds. 

MOCA  positions  are  not  paid  positions,  he 
stipulates,  citing  a  need  for  enthusiastic  and  interested 
persons  who  want  to  promote  the  town. 

In  Springfield,  the  defeat  of  the  proposed  Proposition 
2/7  override  on  Tuesday  has  doomed  that  city's 
MOCA,  according  to  plans  presented  by  Springfield 
Mavor  Mary  Hurley,  including  the  cancellation  of  the 
city's  traditional  Big  Fourth  Celebration,  and  "First 
Night"  Celebration  on  New  Year's  Eve. 

However,  MOCA  has  a  full-time  paid  director  and 
staff.  Johnson  envisions  his  MOCA  serving  Agawam 
similar  to  other  unpaid  boards  and  commissions  at 
Town  Hall,  with  the  various  departments  providing 
assistance  to  MOCA  whenever  necessary.. 

At  this  time,  traditional  town  events  such  as  the  An¬ 
nual  Memorial  Day  Parade  and  July  4th  fireworks  and 
Town  Picnic  are  organized  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department. 


The  town's  financial  picture  isn't  going  to  get  any 
better,  and  the  issues  of  fees  for  service  will  probably 
surface  again.  Same  time,  next  year. 

And  that  comes  right  from  the  top  at  Town  Hall. 

Despite  the  Town  Council  defeat  of  the  proposed 
trash  fee  plan  earlier  this  month,  Mayor  Christopher 
Johnson  believes  the  issue  could  be  ressurected  at 
some  future  date. 

By  a  vote  of  7-3,  the  council  rejected  Johnson's  call 
for  a  $60  trash  fee  that  would  have  provided  weekly 
trash  pick-ups  for  the  community  instead  of  the  tradi¬ 
tional  bi-weekly  pick-ups.  Each  homeowner  would 
have  been  assessed  the  $60,  except  for  senior  citizens. 

Former  Temporary  Town  Manager  Frederick  Messier 
had  proposed  a  $100  trash  fee.  That  fee  also  was  tied 
to  an  initial  $1  million  cut  of  the  School  Budget. 
Almost  immediately  after  this  announcement,  Messier 
reduced  the  School  Budget  cut  to  $650,000,  and  did 
not  tie  any  trash  fees  to  that  budget. 

The  council,  on  Johnson'  recommendation,  later 
returned  an  additional  $160,000  to  the  School  Budget, 
for  a  final  cut  of  $490,000  from  the  original  request. 
Still,  that  budget  was  increased  by  nearly  nine  percent 

over  last  year's  expenditure. 

*********** 

"There  are  two  avenues  it  (the  trash  fee)  could  take," 
Johnson  explains  "It  could  be  brought  back  on  the 


agenda  of  Town  Council,  even  next  year  or  the  year 

"Or  it  (the  trash  fee)  could  turn  up  as  a  referendum 
question."  And  that's  the  path  he'd  like  to  see  the  issue 

take.  ,/ 

"Let  the  people  decide  if  they  warn  it  or  not, 
Johnson  said  on  Tuesday,  citing  a  belief  that  *he  coun¬ 
cil's  "no"  vote  may  not  have  been  reflective  of  what 
townspeople  want. 

"I  should  have  gotten  the  heat,"  Johnson  said  ot 
potential  opposition  to  his  proposed  $60  fee  for  trash 
pick-up.  "But  I  got  very  few  calls  at  all.”  He  beleives 
that  Agawam  residents  would  have  paid  ‘he  $60  an¬ 
nual  fee  in  exchange  for  weekly  trash  pickups. _  (Cur¬ 
rently,  collections  are  done  on  a  bi-weekly  basis). 

He  notes  that  in  surrounding  suburban  communities 
and  in  the  hilltowns,  stickers  fees  for  local  dumps  and 
transfer  stations,  along  with  fees  for  private  refuse 
pick-up,  are  the  norm. 

Looking  at  a  five-year  financial  picture  that  he  sees 
as  grim  (on  the  state  level),  Johnson  voiced  the  expec¬ 
tation  that  "something"  will  hove  to  give  and  that 
"something"  might  well  be  the  reemergence  of  a  fee 
for  services,  if  not  trash  collection,  then  some  other 
municipal  service  that  citizens  have  taken  ^or  granted 
as  their  due  (via  their  tax  dollars).

Johnson  believes  that  expanding  the  existing 
facilities  in  "at  least  three  of  our  schools"  would  serve 
the  needs  of  moderate  enrollment  growth  and  be  the 
most  cost  efficient. 

"We  would  also  eliminate  the  cost  of  extensive  ar¬ 
chitectural  fees,"  he  said.  "And  the  cost  of  a  new 
school  would  run  between  $8-$  1 2  million." 

A  special  subcommittee  formed  by  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  chaired  by  retired  Granger  School  Principal 
James  Loomis,  recommended  to  the  board  that  a  new 
elementary  school  be  built,  and  the  School  Department 
is  definitely  leaning  that  way. 


Johnson  notes  that  neighboring  West  Springfield 
spent  almost  $750,000  on  architecture  designs  for  a 
school.  "I  could  build  a  whole  new  oddition  for  that," 
according  to  the  Mayor. 

He  would  like  to  see  such  a  project  implemented 
within  two  or  three  years  and  believes  his  plan,  even  in 
these  rough  initial  outlines,  would  be  the  most  affor¬ 
dable  for  the  town. 

Johnson  noted  that  extensive  renovctions  to  the 
Agawam  Middle  School  will  be  "75  percent  complete 
by  the  time  the  kids  go  back  to  schoo  in  September." 
That's  a  first  step  in  meeting  the  changing  needs  of 
Agawam's  school-age  population,  according  to 
Johnson.

New  Water  Mains 
Slated  For  Summer 
Near  S.  Westfield  St.

Replacement  of  water  mains  servicing  the  South 
Westfield  Street  area  will  begin  this  summer,  according 
to  Department  of  Public  Works  Superintendent  John  P. 
Stone. 

Stone  said  Tuesday  that  half  of  the  needed  replace¬ 
ment  of  water  mains  would  be  done  this  year,  beginn¬ 
ing  with  a  section  running  from  Pine  Street  to  the 
Western  Mass.  Police  Academy,  with  the  remaining 
segment  to  be  completed  in  1990. 

The  mains  in  that  area  are  more  than  55  years-old 
and  have  been  the  target  of  substantial  criticism  from 
South  Westfield  Street  residents  plagued  by  rusty,  foul¬ 
tasting  water  for  the  past  year. 

The  water  issue  came  to  light  following  last 
September's  police  academy  incident  where  a  number 
of  cadets  were  taken  ill. 

Shortly  after,  residents  called  a  press  conference  to 
disclose  their  ongoing  complaints  about  the  quality  of 
their  drinking  water,  which  was  an  initial  suspect  in  the 
illness  of  police  academy  cadets. 

Later  findings  by  several  experts  ruled  out  water  as  a 
cause  of  the  illness,  but  for  months  after.  South 
Westfield  Street  water  was  undrinkable  and  at  times 
"corrosive."  Further  investigations  indicated  the  pipes 
themselves  were  in  part  the  cause. 

Members  of  Town  Council,  especially  Councilor 
Paul  Fieldstad,  were  outspoken  at  several  council 
meetings  about  the  problem  and  urged  something  to 
be  done. 

According  to  Stone,  cost  of  the  materials  for  this 
year's  construction  total  "around  $35,000,"  excluding 
labor  costs. 

Stone  expects  the  construction  to  run  approximately 
six  weeks  during  the  summer  months.

Don't  forget  basements,  attics  and  garages.  Typical¬ 
ly,  many  people  forget  to  include  such  items  as  holiday 
decorations,  plants,  books  and  records,  cleaning 
equipment  like  vacuum  cleaners  and  buffers,  tools, 
lawn  care  and  gardening  equipment,  bicycles  and 
other  recreation  equipment,  toys  and  games  and  office 
supplies.  Even  items  that  may  seem  insignificant  now 
will  be  costly  to  replace.  Don't  overlook  a  thing!

The  Town  Council  Monday  night  paralleled  the 
benefits  accorded  prior  town  managers  as  they  propos¬ 
ed  a  benefit  package  for  Mayor  Christopher  Johnson. 

That  package  will  include  a  1987  Crown  Victoria 
LTD  equipped  with  police  radio,  with  unlimited  use  of 
that  vehicle  for  business  purposes.

DAR  State  Forest  To 
Celebrate  60th  Anniversary 


On  Saturday,  June  24th,  the  Massachusetts  Society 
of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  will 
celebrate  the  60th  Anniversary  of  their  gift  to  the 
citizens  of  Massachusetts  of  1,020  acres  in  Goshen  to 
establish  the  first  DAR  Forest  in  the  nation. 

The  forest,  presented  on  May  23rd,  1929,  was 
dedicated  explicitly  to  the  memory  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution  who  have  passed  on,  and 
who  gave  of  themselves  in  service;  as  a  symbol  to  the 
living  Daughters  of  their  steadfast  faith  in  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  this  country  and  their  purpose  to  maintain  and 
defend  them;  and  to  the  Daughters  who  shall  follow, 
taking  up  and  carrying  on  the  present  high  standards.

Agawam  Homes  Sought  For 
Students  From  Italy 

Five  students  from  Italy  might  not  be  able  to  come  to 
Agawam  this  year  because  not  enough  host  families 
have  been  found,  according  to  Larry  O'Brien,  local 
coordinator  for  the  Homestay  in  America  program 
sponsored  by  the  American  Institute  for  Foreign 
Studies.  Eighteen  students  and  one  teacher  from  the 
Milan  area  of  Italy  are  scheduled  to  come  to  Agawam 
from  July  5th  to  August  1st  to  study  English  and  ex¬ 
perience  American  culture.

"Originally,  only  15  students  were  scheduled  to 
come  to  Agawam  and  enough  host  families  were 
found,  but  the  recent  addition  of  four  more  students 
has  created  a  problem,"  O'Brien  said.  "I  hope  that  this 
article  will  generate  some  response  and  interest,  but  I 
know  the  people  of  Agawam  will  come  through  and 
welcome  these  kids,"  he  added.  O'Brien  said  that  he 
wished  to  thank  the  current  host  families  for  their  help 
and  UNICO  for  offering  to  sponsor  some  of  the  ac¬ 
tivities. 

According  to  O'Brien,  all  the  students  speak  English, 
and  they  range  in  age  from  1 5  to  20.  There  are  1 0  girls 
and  eight  boys.  Since  the  students  will  be  kept  very 
busy  during  the  week,  the  main  responsibility  of  a  host 
family  is  to  be  there  in  the  evenings  and  on  weekends. 
Host  families  need  not  have  teenage  children  or  any 
children  for  that  matter.  The  only  requirement  in  the 
home  is  that  students  must  have  their  own  bed.  The 
student  must  also  follow  the  host  family's  rules. 
Srudents  are  also  fully  covered  by  medical  insurance.

Grilled  Butterflied  Eye  Round  Roast 

Thanks  to  a  simple  cutting  technique,  this  roast  can 
be  quickly  grilled  over  direct  heat.  Serve  it  rare  to 
medium,  and  thinly  sliced.  Grilled  leeks  or  green 
onions  are  a  tasty  accomplaniment. 

II  cup  dry  red  wine 
3  tablespoons  red  wine  vinegar 

2  tablespoons  each  coarse-grained  mustard  and 
vegetable  oil 

2  garlic  cloves,  minced 
1 V2  teaspoons  sugar 

1  teaspoon  coarse  grind  black  pepper 

3  to  4  pound  beef  eye  round  roast 

Combine  wine,  vinegar,  mustard,  oil,  garlic,  sugar, 
and  pepper  in  small  saucepan.  Bring  to  boil;  reduce 
heat  and  simmer  5  minutes.  Cool  thoroughly.  Mean¬ 
while,  trim  all  excess  fat  from  beef  eye  round  roast.

Before  Going  For  Near-Sighted  Surgery, 
Please  Be  Aware  Of  The  Many  Risks!

Recently  the  media  has  presented  a  barrage  of  infor¬ 
mation  about  Radial  Keratotomy,  the  surgical  techni¬ 
que  reported  to  be  a  cure  for  myopia  or  near¬ 
sightedness.  While  this  can  be  a  safe  and  successful 
procedure,  there  are  many  risks  and  side  effects  a  pa¬ 
tient  should  be  aware  of  before  undertaking  such  a 
dramatic  and  irreversible  gamble  with  his  or  her  eye 
health. 

In  this  procedure  eight  to  1 6  incisions  are  made  from 
approximately  four  millimeters  from  the  corneal  center 
to  the  corneal  periphery  by  means  of  scalpel  or  laser. 
The  cuts  are  made  through  the  living  outer  layers  of 
the  corneal  (the  epithelium)  into  the  anterior  stroma 
which  is  connective  tissue  that  makes  up  most  of  the 
cornea's  thickness. 

The  theory  behind  this  procedure  is  that  after  the  in¬ 
cisions  are  made,  the  cornea,  which  is  the  strongest  op¬ 
tical  part  of  the  eye,  will  become  flatter.  In  myopia  the 
image  made  by  the  cornea  and  lens  focuses  in  front  of 
the  retina  since  the  optical  components  are  too  strong. 
This  results  in  the  blurred  distant  images.  By  flattening 
the  cornea,  it  is  hoped  that  the  images  will  move  back 
onto  the  retina  with  the  weaker  optics.  However,  the 
premise  of  this  procedure,  in  my  opinion,  is  wrong.  Y ou 
are  weakening  the  healthy  corneal  structure  per¬ 
manently.  This  tissue  is  a  barrier  to  infection  and  in¬ 
jury.  The  barrier  is  permanently  weakened  by  radial 
keratotomy.  It  is  similar  to  shaving  layers  off  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  your  feet  if  you  think  you  are  too  tall. 

There  are  a  number  of  annoying  side  effects  to  this 
procedure.  A  specific  final  prescription  cannot  be 
guaranteed.  A  patient  may  still  be  nearsighted  (to  the 
point  where  glasses  may  still  be  necessary)  or  over  cor¬ 
rected  to  the  point  of  becoming  farsighted.  Almost  all 
patients  experience  some  glare  since  the  radial  scars 
on  the  cornea  scatter  light.  Because  the  scars  never 


completely  heal,  the  prescription  may  vary  during  the 
course  of  the  day.  One  of  my  patients  varies  one 
diopter  between  morning  and  evening.  This  is  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  20/20  and  20/40  vision.  Obviously,  a 
consistant  prescription  is  difficult  to  obtain. 

For  those  who  do  not  achieve  20/20  vision  and  are 
still  nearsighted,  contact  lenses  now  become  a  hazard. 
Gas  permeable  rigid  lenses  are  used  in  some  cir¬ 
cumstances  but  soft  lenses  are  rarely  used. 

Since  the  corneal  structure  has  been  weakened,  the 
eye  is  more  at  risk  if  traumatized.  A  few  eyes  have  been 
reported  to  open  upon  impact  injury. 

As  a  result  of  these  facts,  fewer  patients  are  con¬ 
sidered  good  candidates  for  "Radial  K."  Usually  these 
patients  must  have  lower  amounts  of  astigmatism, 
must  be  between  only  two  and  four  diopters  near¬ 
sighted,  and  have  steep  corneas  so  that  the  flattening 
has  the  desired  effect.  However,  this  procedure  is  less 
commonly  done  now  than  three  to  four  years  ago  and 
is  still  considered  experimental  by  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration. 

Another  advertised  nearsighted  "cure  is  that  of  vi¬ 
sion  therapy  for  people  worse  than  20/200  vision.  Some 
nearsightedness  can  be  induced  by  over-focusing  dur¬ 
ing  excessive  close  work.  People  working  on  computers 
and  students  are  frequently  affected  in  this  way.  The 
muscle  controlling  the  focusing  system  gets  "stuck 
and  distant  objects  become  blurred.  Refocusing  from 
distant  to  near  and  vice  versa  takes  longer. 

These  people  may  be  helped  by  reading  glasses, 
bifocals,  vision  therapy  or  a  combination  of  the  three 
to  reduce  or  stop  the  nearsighted  progression. 
However,  someone  with  20/200  vision  (greater  than 
two  diopters  nearsighted)  who  has  been  that  way  for 
years  is  unlikely  to  be  helped  by  these  procedures.

DEAR  ANTICIPATING. 

Rugby  is  an  amateur  sport  that  has  been  growing  in 
popularity  here  in  the  United  States,  especially  as  a 
club  sport  in  many  U  S  Colleges  Despite  its  rough  im¬ 
age,  believe  it  or  not,  rugby  is  actually  a  safe  sport  in 
comparison  to  its  American  counterpart,  football.  Sur¬ 
prisingly,  injuries  occur  more  frequently  in  rugby 
played  in  America  than  in  Europe. 

This  is  due  to  American  rugby  players  using  g  more 
rootba II -style  of  tackle.  Since  shoulder  pods  are  illegal 
'a  the  risk  of  shoulder  injuries  are  much  higher. 

As  a  result,  common  shoulder  injuries  are  fractured 
collar  bones,  strains,  contusions,  and  a  variety  of  other 
shoulder  separations.  Some  other  common  injury  sites 
in  rugby  are  the  knee,  head,  and  neck.  Most  often, 
these  injuries  are  due  to  foul  play,  such  as  "raking" 
(dragging  of  cleats  over  a  grounded  player),  stomping 
on,  or  punching  other  players  when  wrestling  for  the 
ball. 

A  new  player  should  have  a  firm  grasp  on  how  the 
game  operates.  For  example,  proper  tackling  should  be 
done  at  the  waist  or  legs,  firmly  grasping  your  oppo¬ 
nent  before  taking  them  to  the  ground.  So,  keeping  in 
mind  good  basic  skills  and  proper  tackling  techniques, 
you  can  avoid  some  of  the  more  common  injuries  and 
help  make  rugby  a  safer  game  in  America.

Temperatures  above  90  degrees  Fahrenheit  can 
cause  health  problems  including  heat  exhaustion,  heat 
stroke  and  heart  failure- especially  when  the  humidity 
is  high,  warns  Bay  State  Gas. 

Older  people  are  particularly  vulnerable  to  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  heat  stress,  which  places  a  strain  on  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels.  Your  chances  of  getting  sick  in  hot 
weather  are  increased  by: 

*a  weak  or  damaged  heart. 

•  hypertension. 

•problems  with  circulation. 

•diabetes. 

•a  previous  stroke. 

•overweight. 

•infection  or  fever. 

•diarrhea. 

•drinking  alcoholic  beverages. 

•skin  diseases  or  sunburn  which  may  reduce 
sweating. 

When  you  feel  hot  and  uncomfortable,  take  the 
following  steps  to  avoid  heat  stress: 

•spend  as  much  time  as  possible  in  cooler  surroun¬ 
dings,  using  fans  and  air  conditioners  wisely. 

■drink  plenty  of  fluids,  such  as  water  and  fruit  juices, 
•take  cool  baths  or  showers.  Cool  water  removes  ex¬ 
tra  body  heat  25  times  faster  than  cool  air. 

•wear  lightweight,  light-colored,  loose-fitting 
clothing.  Cotton  is  very  comfortable.  Wear  a  hat  or  um¬ 
brella  to  protect  your  head  and  neck  when  you  are  out¬ 
doors. 

•slow  down  and  take  it  easy,  especially  at  the  start 
of  hot  weather  when  your  body  is  less  prepared  for  the 


heat.  Physical  activity  produces  body  heat. 

•avoid  hot  foods  and  heavy  meals  that  add  heat  to 
your  body.  Try  using  your  range  less;  cook  meals  dur¬ 
ing  the  cooler  part  of  the  day. 

•watch  your  salt  intake.  Check  with  your  doctor 
before  you  increase  the  amount  of  salt  or  potassium  in 
your  diet.  Do  not  take  "salt"  tablets  without  your  doc¬ 
tor's  permission. 

•avoid  alcohol.  Alcohol  interferes  with  your  body's 
fight  against  heat  stress  and  can  put  a  strain  on  your 
heart. 

Hot  weather  can  result  in  a  lack  of  energy  or  slight 
loss  of  appetite,  but  heat  stress  can  cause  more  serious 
physical  and  mental  changes.  The  following  changes 
are  important  warning  signs  that  your  body  could  be  in 
danger: 

•diziness. 

•nausea. 

•pounding  heart  or  chest  pain. 

•headache. 

•diarrhea. 

•dry  skin  (no  sweating). 

•great  weakness. 

•mental  changes. 

•vomiting. 

•cramps. 

If  you  experience  any  of  these  warning  signs,  call 
your  doctor  or  seek  other  medical  help.  Remember  that 
heat  stress  can  cause  many  medical  problems.  By  tak¬ 
ing  the  proper  precautions  and  heeding  the  early  warn¬ 
ing  signs,  you  can  prevent  illness  and  even  save  your 
life.

As  everyone  knows,  spring  is  the  time  of  year  that  is 
universally  identified  with  love  and  romance.  And,  as  a 
way  of  bringing  down  the  curtain  on  this  most  amorous 
season,  the  Ludlow  Music  &  Arts  Society  is  currently 
presenting  “Vickie  Phillips  and  Friends"  \r\A  Romantic 
Serenade. 

Conceived  and  directed  by  Miss  Phillips  (a  highly 
renowned  and  multi-talented  performer),  this  two-act 
production  is  a  musical  review  which  has  already  had 
four  performances  over  the  past  two  weekends  and  is 
set  to  close  this  weekend  with  two  performances  Friday 
and  Saturday  (June  23rd  and  24th).  All  shows  begin  at

array  of  stage  apparel  and  thoroughly  entertain  us  with 
a  variety  of  nostalgic  and  old-fashioned  tunes:  Carol 
Deese,  John  Gionfriddo,  Anny  Kertanis,  Charlie  Lind¬ 
sey,  Holly  Pearson,  Chuck  Perry,  Jr.,  Ruth  Rice,  and 
John  Ring. 

Performing  on  a  stage  by  set  artist  Jane  Rauh  which 
is  dominated  by  six  white  pillars  and  a  richly  dark 
backdrop  that's  illuminated  by  “stars,"  these  eight 
vocalists  engage  in  group  numbers  such  as  the  show's 
opening  medley,  “I'll  Take  Romance";  the  well-known 
"Meet  Me  In  St.  Louis";  tributes  to  both  Jerome  Kern  of 
Show  Boat  fame,  and  the  duo  of  Rodgers  &  Hart;  the

talents  are  also  impressive  when  it  comes  to  fulfilling 
the  dancing  requirements  of  the  show,  thanks  to  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  choreographer  Coleen  Bartlett.  Speaking  of 
dancing,  A  Romantic  Serenade  is  enhanced  by  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  Richard  and  Natalie  LaBrie  of  the  Arthur 
Murray  School  of  Dance  in  Springfield.

For  example,  her  coberet  act  (with  musical  direction 
by  the  aforementioned  Miss  Stoia,  and  artistic  direc- 
ky  Stuart  Warmflash)  begins  with  Pachabel's 
Overture  a  mournful  and  melancholy  tune  that's 
probably  best  known  as  the  main  theme  from  the 
Oscar-winning  film  Ordinary  People.  Now,  after  hear¬ 
ing  this  piece  of  music,  you'd  probably  presume  that 
Miss  Phillips  entire  performance  will  be  of  a  somber 
nature;  however,  such  a  presumption  would  be  wrong. 

At  several  points  during  this  act,  she  projects  the 
vivacious  and  candidly  witty  persona  of  a  stand-up 
comedian,  and  her  sty  le  of  humor  provides  the  show 
with  anecdotal  stories  which  serve  as  lead-ins  to  cer¬ 
tain  songs.  Case  in  point:  just  prior  to  her  rendition  of 
the  whimsical  "20  Mile  Zone"  by  Dory  Previn,  Miss 
Phillips  tells  us  what  transpired  between  her  and  a 
motorcycle  policeman  who  stopped  her  car  one  even¬ 
ing. 

Vet,  the  most  memorably  funny  moments  during  her 
portion  of  this  production  revolve  around  the  tune 
"Vericose  Veins,"  which  was  created  by  Miss  Stoia, 
the  show's  music  director  and  pianist.  This  uproarious¬ 
ly  rib-tickling  number  chronicles  the  distress  of  "older" 
women  who  are  burdened  with  both  vericose  veins  and 
cellulite,  and  Miss  Phillips  introduces  it  by  saying  that 
she  and  her  husband  are  planning  to  take  a  sun-and- 
sand  vacation  in  the  very  near  future. 

Although  her  performance  will,  one  one  hand,  leave 
you  with  your  sides  somewhat  sore  from  laughter,  it  is, 
by  the  same  token,  apt  to  also  bring  some  tears  to  your 
eyes.  During  such  poignantly  moving  soing  as  Jacques 
Brel's  "My  Childhood"  and  "Marieke,"  "Fernando"  by 
the  Swedish  pop  group  ABBA,  and  two  of  her  own 
original  compositions  ("Secrets  of  the  Heart"  and 
"Love  and  Illusion"),  Miss  Phillips  sings  with  the  sort 
of  piercing  eloquence  and  heartrending  conviction 
which  can't  help  but  to  wholly  engage  our  deep-down 
feelings  and  personal  thoughts. 

Furthermore,  her  vocal  stamina  and  passion  are 
clearly  evident  in  the  rest  of  her  act's  numbers:  Wally 
Harper's  "Sing  A  Song";  "Don't  Let  The  Singer  Down" 
by  Holly  Near;  Brel's  "Brussels"  and  "Carousels"; 
"Humphrey  Bogart"  and  "Black  Denim  Trousers"  by 
Jerry  Lieber  and  Mike  Stoler;  Joe  Henry's  "Wing  That 
Fly  Us  Home";  "Gown,"  with  special  lyrics  by  Bob  Ost

One  of  the  time-honored  rules  of  thumb  in  real 
estate  says  that  no  more  than  25  percent  of  a 
family's  take-home  income  should  be  spent  on 
housing.  Quite  clearly,  this  old  adage  predates 
the  inflationary  period  of  the  late  1970's  and  ear¬ 
ly  1980's  that  drove  up  housing  prices  across 
many  parts  of  the  country  While  it  may  be  possi¬ 
ble  to  abide  by  the  twenty-five  percent  rule  in 
some  areas,  to  do  so  would  take  a  sizeable  down 
payment  in  others.  In  fact,  today,  many  mortgage 
lenders  follow  the  guideline  that  total  annual 
payments  for  mortgage,  homeowners  insurance, 
and  property  taxes  not  exceed  28  percent  of  gross 
income.  Depending  upon  individual  and 
geographical  circumstances,  this  housing- 
payment  threshold  may  be  stretched  even  more. 
In  today's  market,  old  rules  of  thumb  need  not 
necessarily  apply.

Francis  H.  O'Leary,  Jr.  retired  May  5th  after  more 
than  20  years  teaching  seventh  grade  in  the  Agawam 
School  System.  In  addition  to  teaching  earth  science 
and  world  geography,  he  directed  grade  six  Project 
S.E.E.  for  two  years.

MALOCCLUSION 

Q.  What  is  malocclusion? 

A.  The  term  means  that  the  upper  and  lower 
teeth  do  not  meet  properly.  Sometimes,  the  jaw 
itself  is  positioned  abnormally.  In  many  cases, 
the  cause  of  malocclusion  goes  back  to  too-early 
loss  of  a  primary  tooth,  which  allowed  incoming 
permanent  teeth  to  tilt  or  drift  out  of  natural  posi¬ 
tion.

But  it  was  all  Aldenville  from  there.

Deets  can  be  absorbed  through  the  skin  and  reports 
of  side  effects  include  rashes,  allergic  reactions,  and 
brain  toxicity,  especially  in  young  children. 

You  have  a  safer  choice  to  combat  the  tick.  On  the 
market  is  Permanone  Tick  Repellent  which  contains 
permethrin,  a  relatively  safe  insecticide.  The  aerosol 
sprav  is  gpplied  to  clothing  instead  of  the  skin  and  pro¬ 
vides  excellent  protection  against  ticks  and  mos¬ 
quitoes.  When  looking  for  a  tick  repellent,  search  for  a 
base  of  permethrin  in  the  formula.
